him  over  another  picture,  as  can  be  seen  from  several  traces  visible 
through  his  paint  and  in  the  portrait  of  the  young  man,  which  is  obvi- 
ously not  executed  in  the  technique  of  Rubens  but  more  likely  is  the  work 
of  Frans  Pourbus  the  Younger  (1569-1611),  the  painter  at  the  court  of 
the  Gonzagas  at  Mantua  and  at  the  French  court,  with  whose  style  the 
execution  agrees  very  well. 

“The  portrait  shows  the  characteristic  type — the  eyes,  chin  and 
mouth — of  one  of  the  Medici  princes.  He  resembles  somewhat  Ferdinand 
II  of  Tuscany,  but  is  more  likely  the  young  Louis  XIII  of  France,  son  of 
Marie  de’  Medici,  whom  Frans  Pourbus  painted  several  times.  As  Pour- 
bus  died  in  1611,  the  portrait  was  probably  painted  over  by  Rubens  after 
the  death  of  the  artist,  upon  the  order  of  Marie  de’  Medici,  Louis  XIII 
being  then  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

“The  hand  of  Rubens  can  be  seen  clearly  in  the  figure  of  Victory  a 
type  very  similar  to  the  one  in  the  painting  at  Cassel,  the  Triumph  of 
Victory,  and  also  in  the  splendid  execution  of  the  armor  of  the  young 
prince.”  While  we  reprint  here  in  detail  Dr.  Yalentiner’s  opinion  it 
should  be  added  that  the  picture  has  always  been  considered  a complete 
work  of  Rubens.

Capt.  Robert  Orme  (1715-1790)  was  General  Eraddock’s  aide-de- 
camp  in  the  attempt  to  invest  Fort  Duquesne  (now  Pittsburgh)  in  1755, 
in  the  Franco-British  wars  in  North  America.  He  was  born  in  London 
and  appears  as  a naval  cadet  (‘Captain’s  servant’)  on  H.M.S.  Pearl  in 
1740,  one  of  Anson’s  squadron  which  sailed  to  navigate  the  world.  He 
was  paid  off  in  1744  and  in  May  1745  is  found  as  a subaltern  in  the  31st 
Foot;  in  September  he  was  in  the  34th  Foot  and  then  an  Ensign  in  the 
Coldstream  Guards  until  1751,  and  on  General  Braddock’s  appointment 
to  the  command  in  North  America  in  1755,  he  held  the  local  rank  of 
Captain.  He  was  severely  wounded  in  the  Fort  Duquesne  attack,  and 
returned  to  England.  He  made  a runaway  match  with  the  Hon.  Audrey 
Townshend,  daughter  of  Viscount  Townshend,  resigned  his  commission 
in  Oct.  1756,  and  settled  at  Topsham,  where  his  children  were  born. 

He  died  in  Green  Street,  Mayfair,  London,  in  1790.  At  the  command 
of  the  Prince  of  Wales  (George  IV)  he  wrote  an  account  of  the  famous 
campaign,  which  is  now  in  the  British  Museum.  Of  his  three  children, 
his  daughter  Frances  married  Richard  Holden  Webb  of  H.M.  Foot 
Guards,  and  this  portrait  now  comes  from  the  collection  of  Robert  Orme 
Orme-Webb,  Commander  R.N.  Revnolds’  whole-length  portrait  of  Capt. 
Orme  has  been  in  the  National  Gallery,  London,  since  i86i.
